limitless love comes forth from the tomb. 

Thus, the Resurrection moves us from death to 
life, from fear to love and from living in violence 
and unrest to living in harmony. 

Through the Resurrection order has been 
restored. Our lives have been recreated in the 
presence of the Lord, and we are now to live in 
an atmosphere of limitless love and goodness with 
the Risen Lord. We are invited to live in God’s 
perfect love, to live in a house of love. 

But we cannot live in intimate communion with 
Jesus without being sent to our brothers and 
sisters who belong to that same humanity that 
Jesus has accepted as his own. 

The life, death and resurrection of Jesus 
manifests to us the full intimacy of this divine 
embrace. He lifts all of us up into his glory. 
There is no human suffering that has not been 
suffered in the agony of Jesus on the cross, and 
no human joy that has not been celebrated by 
Jesus in his Resurrection to new life. 

Having once overcome the sting of death, our 
Lord Jesus Christ not merely opened to those who 
believe in him the gates of heaven but he also 
opened a new and hope-filled era for the whole 
human race. : 

The good news is that the victorious Risen 
Christ is with us. He works in our efforts to 
combat evil, and we work with him to bring final 
triumph over evil. Therefore, our victory is 
assured if we are one with the triumphant Christ. 

May you live on forever in this house of love of 
the Risen Lord.

Priests’ sacrifice stressed at Chrism Mass

EL CAJON — The life of a priest 
should be characterized by consecra- 
tion and sacrifice as was the life of 
Christ, Bishop Leo T. Maher told 
more than 140 priests and some 300 
lay persons and Religious at the Mass 
of Chrism March 24 at Holy Trinity 
Church. we 

‘Christ calls on the priest to forsake 
everything and to follow him. ... The 

_priest is called upon to realize the 
definition of the Good Shepherd as one 
who gives his life for his sheep,’ 
Bishop Maher said. 

The priest is not only called to offer 
the sacrifice of the Mass through 
ritual, he is ‘‘called to make a sacrifice 
of self,’ he added. 


Christ gives the gifts of preaching, 
worshiping, leadership, the qualities of 
a shepherd’s love, from the Father to 
the priests, Bishop Maher said. To be 
a shepherd means to lead their flocks to 
Christ, he told the priests. 


He lauded the priests of the diocese 
for opening themselves to the gifts the 
Lord has given them and gave thanks 
to the Spirit for the priesthood in the 
San Diego diocese. 

The Mass of Chrism at which the 
bishop blesses and consecrates the holy 
oils to be used in administering 
sacraments. and dedicating new 
churches in parishes throughout the 
diocese, is also a time for priests to re- 
dedicate themselves to their priestly 
vocation and to hear from their bishop. 


The lay community was also 


specifically invited by Bishop Maher to 
the celebration, and he led them in a 
rededication of their commitment to 
spreading Christ’s message, bringing 
charity to others and living as a com- 
munity of Christians. © 

After the homily, three permanent 
deacons — Leo Dube, William Dalzell 
and Ralph Robbins — one at a time 
took up an urn of the holy oil of the 
sick, of the catechumen, and the 


_chrism from the center of the church to 


the bishop in the sanctuary. 

As is customary, the bishop blessed 
the oils of the sick, used to anoint those 
who suffer in mind and body, and of 
the catechumens, used to anoint those 
called to prepare for baptism, and then 
he poured balsam in the next urn of 
oil, mixed the chrism, blew on it and 
consecrated it. 


This fragant oil is used to anoint 
those being confirmed and ordained 
and to anoint the altars and walls of 
new churches. 


After the Mass, the priests processed 
into Holy Trinity parish hall, where 
the newly blessed oils were distributed 
for parish use. 


Following the distribution, a social 
and dinner that honored three golden 
jubilarians: — Fathers Leo Davis, 
Frank DiFrancesco and Earl Uliman .

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Withholding food from dying patients rejected

WASHINGTON — About 100 
theologians and ethicists, in a statement 
released March 24, rejected on moral and 
legal grounds the withholding or 
withdrawing of food and water by 
artificial means for non-competent, non- 
dying patients. 

Except in rare circumstances, they 
said, it ‘‘is not morally right nor ought it 
be legally permissible’’ to withhold food 
and fluid from patients in irreversible 
comas or who are otherwise debilitated. 

Catholic and non-Catholic ethicists, 
theologians, doctors, nurses and lawyers 
signed the statement. 

It was released in ‘‘Issues in Law and 
Medicine,’’ a publication of the National 
Legal Center for the Medically 
Dependent and Disabled in Terre Haute, 
Ind. 


Auxiliary Bishop James T. McHugh of 
Newark, N.J., was among the drafters of 
the document. 

Others were William E. May, professor 
of moral theology at The Catholic 
University of. America; Msgr. Orville 
Griese of the Pope John XXIII Medical- 
Moral Research and Education Center in 
Braintree, Mass.; and Msgr. William 
Smith, moral theologian and academic 
dean at St. Joseph’s Seminary in 
Yonkers, N.Y. 


Titled ‘‘Feeding and Hydrating the 
Permanently Unconscious and Other 
Vulnerable Persons,”’ it challenged recent 
state court decisions that have allowed the 
removal of feeding tubes. 

‘Food. and fluids are universally 
needed for the preservation of life, and 
can generally be provided without the 
burdens and expense of more aggressive 
means of supporting life,’’ the statement 
said. ‘‘Both morality and law should 
recognize a strong presumption in favor 
of their use.”’ 

Some have argued that providing food 
and water by artificial means is 
excessively burdensome, but the 
statement said tube feeding could not be 
characterized as such. 


Traditionally, the statement said, a 
treatment is judged to be useless if the 
benefits ‘‘are nil’? and_ excessively 
burdensome, if whatever benefits it 
provides are not worth pursuing because 
it is too painful, too damaging to the 


patient’s self, too restrictive, too 
psychologically repugnant or too 
expensive. 


But the statement’s signers said the 
‘“‘moral certainty of excessive 
burdensomeness is required to justify 
foregoing nutrition or hydration.”’ 

Providing food and water by 
intravenous means or nasogastric tubes, 
the statement said, ‘‘does not ordinarily 
impose excessive burdens’’ by reason of 


methods or the fact they can be restrictive

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Alleluia is our theme 


Christians are an Easter people, according to the 
ancient saying, and ‘‘Alleluia’’ is our theme. Our shouts 
of joy and exultation bear witness to the fact of our belief 
in the Resurrection of Christ. 

Every Sunday is meant to be a “‘little Easter,’’ as we 
celebrate that first day of the week when Christ triumped 
over death by his physical resurrection. Indeed, as St. 
Paul reminds, if Christ be not risen from the dead, vain is 
our faith and we are the most foolish of men. 

St. Ignatius of Antioch, a contemporary of some of the 
Apostles and one of the most ancient of the church 
fathers, reminds us of this: 

‘Those who lived by the ancient customs attained a 
fresh hope; they no longer observe Saturday, but Sunday, 
the Lord’s Day, for on that day life arose for us through 
Christ and through his death. Through this mystery we 
have received our faith ‘and because of it we persevere, 
that we may prove to be disciples of our only teacher Jesus 
Christ.”’ 

The name ‘‘Easter’’ is not the original name of the 
feast. It was celebrated as the day of the Lord’s 
Resurrection, the culmination of the Passover rites. 
Because of the baptismal rites which initiated the new 
Christians at the Easter Vigil, it was often referred to as 
the Sunday in White, because the new Christians wore 
their white baptismal robes during Easter week. 

The word for ‘‘white,’’ when translated into the old 


Germanic tongues, sounded very much like their word for 


“‘dawn,’’ and since that was an appropriate time to 


commemorate the Resurrection, ‘‘Easter,’’-dawn became 
the popular name for the feast. The sun rose in the East, 
and the Son of God rose to the East of Europe, so Easter 


became very popular in the Anglo language areas. 


Since Christ is our true Passover sacrifice, the ancient 
Aramaic word for Passover, ‘‘pesca,’’ became the Latin 
word ‘‘pasca,’’ and the English adjective, paschal. For 
many centuries, the Paschal Season and Easter have had 
this proper Christian signification, the Resurrection of 
Christ. : 

Far beyond the vocabulary of the feast is its sublime 


spiritual meaning. St. Gregory of Nyssa summed this up 
near the end of the fourth century. 

“The reign of life has begun; the tyranny of death is 
ended. A new birth has taken place; a new life has come; a 
new order of existence has appeared; our very nature is 
transformed .... 

“Faith is the womb that conceives this new life, 
baptism the rebirth by which it is brought forth. The 
church is its nurse, her teachings are its milk, and the 
bread from heaven is its food. 

“Tt is brought to maturity by the practice of virtue; it is 
wedded to wisdom; it gives birth to hope. Its home is the 
kingdom, its end not death but the blessed and everlasting 
life prepared for us.’’ 

Pope John Paul II in his Easter prayer last year makes 
modern application of this mystery: 

““May reverent wonder for the mystery of love that 
surrounds. his coming in the world not die out in 
contemporary man! We beseech you, Lord of the living, 
that the man of the technological age may not reduce 
himself to a mere object, but may respect, from its very 
beginning, the unrenounceable dignity that is proper to 
imines 

“Grant, O Lord, that people may always respect the 
transcendent dignity of all their fellow human beings, 
whether they be poor or hungry, imprisoned, sick, dying, 
wounded in body or mind, beset by doubt or tempted to 
despair.”’ 

May this celebration of the risen life, which we share 
with Christ, which he has so dearly won and so freely 
given, help us grow to spiritual maturity in the rest of this 
year of grace, 1988.

Euthanasia sparks debates 


During March two major magazines, Newsweek (March 
14) and The Economist (March 11), gave significant 
attention to the growing debate in this country about 
euthanasia. : 

These materials, and so many others, tend to place the 
debate on two opposite sides of a spectrum: (a) those 
opposed are upholding the sacredness and dignity of 
human life; and (b) those in favor uphold humane 
treatment for the suffering. 

Such dichotomies blur significant moral issues and give 
false impressions: e.g., those who oppose euthanasia do 
not care about. human suffering, or those who favor it 
have no regard for the sacredness of life. 

I am convinced that this debate necessitates walking the 
thin moral line between extreme emotionalism and 
endless analysis. 

Part of this thin line calls for the recognition that to hold 
for the dignity and sacredness of human life is not an 
intrinsically religious argument. 

Some who favor euthanasia maintain, e.g., that the 


“religious objections’’ of some should not be allowed to . 


intrude on the radical freedom of choice of the many. 

The sociologist Edward Shils demonstrates 
convincingly that the bias for life and its sacredness is 
rooted in ‘‘primordial’’ experiences about what it means 
to be human (see ‘‘Life or Death.’’) 

While it is certainly possible and helpful to bring a 
religious dimension to this question, it is possible and 
convincing to see clearly the areas of concern about 
legalizing euthanasia, which are other than religious 
issues. 

First, there is the potential for abuse in individual 
cases. 

The proposed initiative, The Humane and Dignified 


Death Act, applies, e.g., to a ‘‘qualified patient’ with an 
“incurable condition’’ that will lead to death within six 
months. : 

The real problem here is that diseases of the majority of 
patients the act would encompass would produce minimal 
or no symptoms so far in advance of the time of death. 

In addition, at that range the margin for diagnosis and 
prognostic error would be immense. 

There is a risk of broader, social abuses. 

At the individual level, e.g., there is the real possibility 
of a dying person being pressured into ‘‘choosing’’ death 
by relatives or others for a host of reasons: inability to care 
any longer, incapacity to deal with the suffering and 
economic pressures. 

At the societal level, we need to remind ourselves, as 
only one example, of the rising rate of suicide among 
young people. ; 

Legalization of euthanasia could easily send a message 
to non-terminally suffering people that killing oneself is 
OK. 

Furthermore, older people might well feel pressure to 
““make way for the young.”’ 

There is question about the appropriate role of the 
physician. 

The act allows a doctor to help a patient to die, free 
from prosecution as long as all aspects of the act are 
observed. 

In addition, physicians who refuse to help a patient die

The 
main function of the liturgy is to meet the 
needs of sick and homebound people, said 
Father Roger Lechner, pastor of 
Resurrection parish in Escondido who 
organized televising the Mass 14 years 
ago. 

Although many have questioned the 
validity of a televised Mass, Father 
Lechner said, ‘‘It is a valid Mass at the 
time it is taped and it becomes a spiritual 
lift when it is aired.’’ 

However, the celebration does not 
fulfill the obligation of those who are able 
to attend a Sunday liturgy, he added. 

Steve Siebert, production coordinator, 
said, ‘‘The Mass is a very valuable tool 
for the diocese to reach the people that are 
homebound. A lot of people rely on the 
broadcast.”’ 

Siebert said that because the diocese 
covers such a vast area, he contacts a cross 
section of parish priests and choirs to 
participate. 

Every eight weeks the Mass _ is 
celebrated in Spanish and once a year in 
Vietnamese and Portuguese. ‘‘We also 
schedule a Byzantine rite,’’ he added. 

As production coordinator, his duties 
include contacting celebrants, readers 
and music groups; coordinating the 
scheduling of Masses; and serving as a 
liaison between Channel 39 and _ the 
diocese, Siebert explained. 

Presently, he is organizing a rotating 
schedule based on the availability of 
priests and music groups. 

Father Lechner said he pioneered the 
Mass at Bishop Leo T. Maher’s request, 
adding that he approached the three local 
network affiliates for air time and a 
production crew. 

Channel °39 agreed to give public 
service time if Father Lechner would 
organize the liturgy. ‘‘I committed the 
Diocése of San Diego to it,’’ he said. 

The priest said he organized the 
production during its first year, calling 
upon local priests to celebrate the Mass 
and finding musicians to sing. 

The telecast was first entitled “Sing 
Your Praise to Him,’ but is now called 
“Sunday Mass: A Catholic Liturgy for

Television,’’ Father Lechner said. 

Throughout the years, various people 
took over as program coordinator and as 
communications director for the diocese. 

Steve Circo, who served as program 
coordinator and producer of the Mass 
from 1977-1982, remembers many 
barriers that were overcome during that 
time. 

“Sandford Cummings, diocesan 
director of communication during that 
period, decided the show needed a set. 
Sandy was retired as vice president of 
network specials for NBC in Los 
Angeles,’” Circo said. 

Circo said he visited various churches 
for ideas, accompanied by the set designer 
from Charinel 39. A crew from the 
television station designed and built a 
background and side panels for the show. 

Soon afterward, Tom McHugh, a local 
construction owner, built and donated an 
altar and pulpit which are still in use, 
Circo said. 

Probably Circo’s greatest challenge was 
the time factor. ‘‘It is a straight-through 
program — 28 minutes; timing is very 
critical because there are no edits and no 
second takes,’’ he said.

must discharge the patient and allow 
him/her to seek another doctor. 

Does this not place the physician in a 
necessary role of death-provider? 

We have always understood the doctor 
as a health-giver. The act would radically 
alter the professional and ethical meaning 
of ‘‘physician.”’ 

There is a subtle rationale that aid-in- 
dying equals right-to-die. 

The act clearly establishes ‘‘physician- 
assisted’’ suicide or aid-in-dying. This is 
active euthanasia, the deliberate ending 
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of life by lethal medications. 


This voluntary suicide is radically and 
essentially distinct from an individual’s 
‘right to die,’? which the Catholic 
Church upholds: i.e., the right to refuse 
ineffective medical care such as life- 
supporting technology. 

“Letting die’? by means of physician- 
assisted means is suicide and confuses 
individual liberty with an intrinsic right to 
choose death.

JERUSALEM, Israel: — This city, 
which has. been constantly inhabited for 
5,000 years, and the surrounding lands 
are enshrined in the Old and New 
testaments. This land is the true, living 
“‘Bible’’ as the Scriptures unfold before 
one’s eyes. 

Jesus Christ experienced his passion, 
death and resurrection 2,000 years ago in 
this city, sacred to Christians, Jews and 
Muslims. Today pilgrims can still trace 
Christ’s journey through those last days 
with their own steps. 

The temple mount area is today 
dominated by the Dome of the Rock, a 
mosque. But in Jesus’ time, the temple 
dominated the scene. After Jesus entered 
Jerusalem, on what is now observed as 
Palm Sunday, he drove the money- 
changers from the temple, he taught in 
the temple and he encountered the high 


priests and Pharisees. 


Then Passover, the Feast of the 
Unleavened Bread, arrived. 

Jesus’ disciples asked him where they 
were to prepare the supper. He said, 
‘*Just as you enter the city, you will come 
upon a man carrying a water jar. Follow 
him into the house he enters. ... That 
man will show you an, upstairs room, 
spacious and furnished. It is there your 
are to prepare’’ (Luke 22:10-12). 

From the fourth century, a large room, 
marked by Byzantine columns and 
arches, has been observed as the site of 
‘the Last Supper. 

As pilgrims walk in today, they find a 
cool, damp room, with a stone-block 
floor. For Catholics, this room signifies 
the beginning of the Mass, with the 
institution of the Eucharist and the 
priesthood by Christ. 

“This is my body to be given for you. 
Do this in remembrance of me. ... This 
cup is the new covenant in my blood, 


which will be shed for you’’ (Luke 
22:19-20). 
From the Church of St. Peter in 


Gallicantu (Cockcrow), the place where 
Peter denied Jesus three times, pilgrims 
can see a stepped road, dating back to 
Macccabean times, 1st century B.C. 

It is believed to be the actual road on 
which Jesus walked from the Upper 
Room on Mount Zion on his journey to 
the Garden of Gethsemane, an olive 
grove and oil press on the Mount of 
Olives. 

Gethsemane gets its name from ‘“‘gat 
shemen,’’ which is Hebrew for oil press. 

Pilgrims can walk around the perimeter 
of the Garden of Olives or Gethsemane, 
viewing descendants of the olive trees 
which surrounded Jesus as he prayed, 
“Father, if it is your will, take this cup

from me; yet not my will but yours be 
done’’ (Luke 22:42). 

Next to the garden is the Church of 
Gethsemane, also known as the Church of 
the Agony and the Church of All Nations. 
It is believed to be the third church built 
over the site where Jesus prayed. 

Inside, in front of the altar, a large rock 

*protrudes slightly from the floor, on 
which it is believed Jesus prayed in 
agony. It is surrounded by wrought iron 
grillwork in the shape of thorns. 

After his arrest in the garden, Jesus was 
led up the Maccabean steps to the house 
of Caiaphas. 

Inside the Church of St. Peter in 
Gallicantu, pilgrims walk down a narrow 
stairway to what is believed to be the 
dungeon area of Caiaphas’ house. 

There pilgrims view the scourging area 
and the cells, including a deep, round pit, 
hewn out of the stone, into which Jesus 
may have been lowered. 

After Jesus was tried by the Sanhedrin, 
the highest religious authority in the land, 
he was taken to Pontius Pilate. 

The Via Dolorosa, which Christians 
traditionally observe as the Way of the 
Cross, begins at the Antonia Fortress 
where the Roman procurator condemned 
Jesus to death. 
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UPPER ROOM — Located on Mount Zion, just outside the walled section of 
Jerusalem, this site is believed to be the Upper Room where Jesus shared the Last 


Supper with his apostles. 
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Pilgrims can walk along the fortress’ 
stone-paved courtyard and can see carved 
in a stone the game ‘‘king,’’ which the 
Roman soldiers played with Jesus. 

The Via Dolorosa winds its way 
through the narrow streets of the old city. 
Jesus, like others who were condemned, 
was paraded, carrying his cross, through 
the busy, commercial streets in 
humiliation. 

The Via Dolorosa leads pilgrims to the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre, originally 
built’ in 335 A.D. by Emperor 
Constantine and his mother and rebuilt 
by the Crusaders in its current form. The 
church is the site of the 10th-14th stations. 

In the church pilgrims walk up steep, 
stone steps to the Chapel of Calvary. The 
chapel is highlighted by a golden mosaic 
of Jesus being nailed to the cross and a 
vast array of ornamental lamps hanging 
over the altar of the crucifixion. 

Pilgrims — only about two at a time 
will fit — can stoop and shuffle under the 
altar, where they find a round hole, the 
traditional site of the cross. Right of the 
altar is a fissure in the rock, traditionally 
attributed to the earthquake that followed 
Jesus’ death. 

Downstairs, the pilgrims find a slab on 
which, tradition says, Jesus was laid after 
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Israel. The church commemorates Jesus lamenting over 
Jerusalem as his journeyed to thecity where he wouldexperience 
his passion, death and resurrection. 


he was taken from the cross and on which 
his body was anointed and wrapped in 
linen sheets. 

Around the corner is the tomb, 
standing alone, encased in a ornamented 
building. Constantine had the rock 
around the tomb cut away and enclosed 
the tomb in a separate round building. 

Pilgrims enter the first chamber, the 
Chapel of the Angels, but then have to 
stoop to pass through the small entry into 
the burial chamber. Perhaps 10 people 
can crowd into the chamber. They look 
upon a slab of marble that covers the rock 
on which Jesus was laid. Many oil lamps 
hang above the slab lighting the tomb. On 
the wall above the slab, three paintings, in 
the styles of Greek, Armenian and Latin, 
depict the Resurrection. 

The pilgrims, of course, find’the tomb 
empty as did Mary Magdalene and the 
other women who came on that first 
Easter morning with spices to anoint 
Jesus’ body. 

As one pilgrim prayed in the tomb, he 
reflected, as perhaps many others have, 
on the Scriptures. ‘‘... two men in 
dazzling white garments ... said to them, 


“Why do you search for the Living One 
among the dead? He is not here; he has 
raised up’’’ (Luke 23:4-5).

ALCALA PARK — Over 400 
catechumens throughout the diocese 
will enact the paschal mystery in their 
lives when they are received into the 
Catholic Church during Easter Vigil 
celebrations April 2, according to 
Isabel Dion, consultant for 
sacramental catechesis in the Office of 
Catechetical Ministry. 

‘Baptism is the enactment of the 
paschal mystery in the life of the 
catechumen,’’ Dion said, adding the 
paschal mystery encompasses Christ’s 
birth, life, death, resurrection, 
ascension and the descent of the Holy 
Spirit upon the apostles. 

During the Easter Vigil, the most 
important feast of the church year, the 
catechumens will receive the 
sacraments of initiation — Baptism, 
Confirmation and the Eucharist, the 
consultant said. 

Immersion into the baptismal waters 
‘‘sionifies the death of Jesus; emerging 
from the water represents his 
resurrection,’ she added. 

The new members of the church will 
be ‘‘clothed with a white garment’’ to 
symbolize their new life of grace. In 
some parishes this garment is 


symbolized by a scapular the 
godparents place around the necks of 
the newly baptized; in other churches 
they are clothed in white robes, Dion 
said. 

The godparents will then light 
candles from the paschal candle and 
give them to the neophytes “‘as a sign 
they have been enlightened by. Christ 
and make a commitment to keep the 
flame of faith alive in their hearts,’’ 


* Dion said. ‘“They become an Easter 


people — filled with hope and joy, and 
a sign of the presence of the risen 
Christ in their lives.”’ 

The paschal candle, which 
represents Jesus, is lighted from the 
Easter fire during the Service of Light 
at the beginning of the vigil, according 
to the booklet, ‘“Today’s Missal.”’ 

Before being baptized, catechumens 
will make their baptismal promises and 
profession of faith. Through this 
profession, those previously baptized 
in another Christian religion ‘‘are 
received into full communion with the 
church,’’ Dion said. 

With the Sacrament of 
Confirmation, the new Catholics ‘‘are 
sealed with the gifts of the Holy Spirit 
and strengthened to become witnesses 
of the Gospel through their words and 
actions,’’ she added.

When the converts receive the 
Eucharist in the concluding part of the 
vigil, ‘“‘they incarnate the very 
substance of the paschal mystery — the 
body and blood of Jesus,’’ Dion 
added. This sacrament “‘is the fullness 
of their initiation into the church.”’ 


The Old Testament readings which 
comprise the Liturgy of the Word in 
the vigil ‘‘parallel the catechumens’ 
journey to Easter,’’ Dion said. These 
readings call them to be part of 
creation, of destruction, liberation, 
renewal and transformation.’’ They 
are challenged to respond to the call of 
creation by ‘“‘fighting the battle of 


slavery to sin in order to experience the - 


resurrection.’’ 


For most of the catechumens in the 
diocese, the Easter Vigil ceremonies 
will culminate the Rite of Christian 
Initiation ‘of Adults (RCIA) 
established by the Second Vatican 
Council, Dion said. 

The RCIA process ‘‘has reinforced 
faith, -commitment and 
understanding of the sacraments,’’ 
said David Hokanson, a catechumen 
at St. Gregory the Great Church, San 
Diego. 

Elma Haradon, a catechumen at St. 
Columba Church, San Diego, said

participating in the RCIA has given 
her a sense of community in the church 
she has attended with her Catholic 
husband for years. 

The RCIA is based on - traditions 
practiced in the early centuries of the 
church, in which people desiring to 
become Christians spent years living 
with the Christian community, 
according to RCIA literature. 

The length of time today’s 
catechumens devote to the process 
depends on their readiness to advance 
from one stage to the next. Some begin ~ 
their preparation for the initiation rites 
in September, others in January or at a 
time determined by the clergy, Dion 
said. 

RCIA materials describe the rites 
included in the process which prepare 
the candidates for the Easter Vigil 
initiation rites. 

In the Rite of Becoming 
Catechumens, the parish priest 
welcomed the candidates into the 
church and heard their intentions to 
begin a catechetical program. 

During the Rite of Election, the 
catechumens were presented to Bishop 
Leo T. Maher in ceremonies held at 
Our Lady of Grace Church, El Cajon, 
and at Our Mother of Confidence 
Church, University City.

SAN DIEGO — Parishes throughout the Diocese of 
San Diego have scheduled various services to celebrate 
the Easter Triduum, which began on Holy Thursday, 
March 31, and ends Easter Sunday, April 3. 

While parish choirs diocesanwide are preparing 
musical selections for Easter Sunday Masses, the 
70-member choir from Mission Basilica San Diego de 
Alcala has spent the last few months rehearsing to sing 
with the Sistine Chapel Choir at the Easter Sunday Papal 
Mass in St. Peter’s Square in Rome. : 

Directed by Eugene Regard, the Mission Choir will be 
the principal choir at the evening Easter High Mass in St. 
Peter’s Basilica in Rome. 

The group departed from San Diego March 29, and 
during its 10-day trip to Italy, the choir will also perform 
in Assisi, Florence and Milan. 


The Immaculata, on the campus of the University of 
San Diego, will hold its annual outdoor Stations of the 
Cross on Good Friday. A parishioner will carry a cross 
around the church, stopping at intervals for each station. 

The blessing of the Easter fire will take place on Holy 
Saturday at 7:30 p.m. in Founders Chapel. This will be 
followed by a procession to The Immaculata for the 
remaining parts of the Easter Vigil liturgy. 

The youth group at Our Lady of the Rosary Church, 
San Diego, will sponsor live Stations of the Cross 
beginning at 3 p.m. on Good Friday. Scenes at each 
station will be portrayed in tableau fashion. 

Father Louis Lenssen, CRSP, associate pastor at Our 
Lady of Rosary, said the goal is twofold: make the day 
special for the parish and involve youth in parish ministry 
and religious activities. 


Parishes with large numbers of Spanish-speaking 
members will hold some services in Spanish. 

Mary, Star of the Sea parish, La Jolla, will conduct 
stations and the Veneration of the Cross in Spanish on 
Good Friday at 5 p.m. 

St. Anthony parish, National City, will conduct all its 
Good Friday and Holy Saturday services in Spanish, said 
Father Vincent Lorenz, pastor. 

Father Lorenz said he encourages parishioners to 
participate in Holy Week services, noting that Good 
Friday is a day to pray and “‘be close to Christ, not to 
watch TV.”’ 


Like many other parishes in the diocese, St. John the 


Evangelist Church, University Heights, will conduct 
traditional Good Friday services beginning at 12:15 p.m. 

According to the church’s ancient tradition, Mass is not 
celebrated on Good Friday; instead the celebration of the 
Lord’s Passion is held. It consists of three parts: Liturgy 
of the Word, Veneration of the Cross and Communion. 

St. John Church will remain open until 6 p.m. on Good 
Friday to allow time for parishioners to pray in silence. 

Blessed Sacrament Church in East San Diego will begin 
its three-hour Good Friday services at noon. Tom Rusch, 
director of Covenant Ark Theatre, will perform a one- 
man dramatization of the crucifixion from St. Peter’s 
point of view. 


St. Didacus Church in Normal Heights will also 
conduct a three-hour service on Good Friday. Members 
of the assembly are not required to stay for the entire 
service, which begins with a video entitled ‘‘Jesus the 
Redeemer.’’ It depicts the first Holy Week. 

The St. Didacus Youth Group will act out the Stations 
of the Cross in tableau form. Youth group members will 
also sing psalms in Gregorian chant and. lead the 
Veneration of the Cross at 7:30 p.m. 

Catholics of the Maronite rite, an Eastern rite of the 
Catholic Church,. will celebrate Holy Week Services in 


Founders Chapel, on the USD campus. 


Father Dennis Krquse, a USD professor of religious 
and theologicial studies, will preside at the services. He 
has been working with the local Maronite community 
since 1974. 


Most of the estimated 150 Maronite Catholics living 
here are from Lebanon, Father Krouse said.

BishopstodiscussAIDSatJunemeeting —

WASHINGTON — Facing a highly 
publicized dispute over condoms and 
AIDS education, the U.S. bishops are to 
discuss AIDS issues when they meet June 
24-27 in Collegeville, Minn. 

The discussion is to be held in an 
executive session, from which the press and 
other observersare barred. 

Archbishop John L. May of St. Louis, 
president of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops and U.S. Catholic 
Conference, announced March 24 that the 
closed-door session in Collegeville will 
feature an ‘‘open-ended’’ discussion of 
AIDS issues, ‘‘with its direction 
determined by the will ofthe bishops.’’ 

He said the USCC Administrative 
Board, which met in Washington March 
22-24, agreed to place the discussion on the 
. agenda of the June bishops’ meeting and 
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wanted it to ‘‘focus on the pastoral, 
theological and moral dimensions of 
AIDS.” 

Last December a number of bishops 
publicly opposed or expressed reservations 
about some portions of an AIDS statement 
issued Dec. 11 by the 50-bishop USCC 

dministrative Board. 

Cardinal John J. O’Connor of New 
York called the statement a “‘very grave 
mistake.” 

Archbishop J. Francis Stafford of 
Denver issued a 2,300-word critique in 
which he accused the Administrative Board 
of overreaching its authority and engaging 
in bad theology. 


The board statement covered a wide 
range of social, moral and pastoral 
concerns surrounding the spread of 
acquired immune deficiency syndrome, a 
fatal disease often contacted by

activity or by intravenous drug abuse. 

The controversy surrounding the

The statement urged that such programs 
be set in a framework of a ‘‘broader moral 
vision’’ which would stress that ‘‘so-called 
‘safe sex’ practices are at best only partially 
effective ... (and) do not take into account 
either the real values that are at stake or the 
fundamental good of the human person.”’ 


USCC officials and bishops who backed 
the statement said it expressed traditional 
Catholic theology and could not, if it were 
read carefully, be construed as promoting 
the use of condoms or tolerating promotion 
ofthe use ofcondoms.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua — 
Nicaragua’s Cardinal Miguel Obando 
Bravo, mediator of early talks aimed at 
achieving a truce in his country, wasnamed 
to a two-member commission to verify 


. compliance with the cease-fire accord 


signed March 23 by U.S.-backed rebels 
and the Sandinista-led government. 

Cardinal Obando Bravo will be joined by 
Organization of America States General 
Secretary Joao Baena Soares. 

The cease-fire agreement calls for a 
60-day suspension of military operations 
during which further talks for an end to the 
war, the release of political prisoners and 
democratic reforms would occur. 
Negotiations on an extended truce are to 
begin April 6. The initial cease-fire is to 
begin April 1 and inthe ensuing 15 days, 
contra forces are to move into designated 
zones decided by commissions which were 
tomeet March 28. 

Cardinal Obando Bravo signed the nine- 
point accord as a witness to the talks held in 
the Nicaraguan town of Sapoa, three miles 
from the Costa Rican border, March 


y21-23. 


Prior to the signing of the agreement by 
Adolfo Calero of the Nicaraguan 
Resistance and Nicaraguan Defense 
Minister Gen. Humberto Ortega, 
Cardinal Obando Bravo led those present 
at the signing ceremony in a prayer of 
thanks. 

‘‘Thanks be to Our Lord for having 
illuminated the minds of those who during 
three days negotiated an end to the war in 
Nicaragua,”’ the cardinal prayed. ‘“‘Only 
united will we be able to build this 
country.”’ 

Calero, one of the directors of the rebel 
coalition, said the final result of the 
negotiations followed closely the agenda 
which Cardinal Obando Bravo had 
submitted early on for talks and which had 
previously been rejected by the Nicaraguan 
government. 


The cardinal was dropped as a mediator 
by Nicaraguan President Daniel Ortega 
when the contras agreed to direct 
negotiations suggested by the government.

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Councilman explains 
city government work

LINDA VISTA — The charter for the 
City of San Diego delegates responsibility 
to the city manager who carries out 
programs and policies adopted by the city 
council and the mayor, San Diego City

of juniors at the University of San Diego 
“High School March 28. 

The students are enrolled in the school’s 
advanced placement U.S. history and 
American humanities classes. 

A councilman’s main function is to 
oversee projects in his district, Roberts 
said. ‘‘There are eight districts in San 
Diego with about 125,000 people in each. 

‘‘The power of the mayor does not 
compare to some of the larger cities,’’ he 
added. 

Roberts addressed specific city issues, 
beginning with transportation and land 
use. 

‘*The city government is responsible for 
planning roads, housing and land use other 


than federal and state government . 


property. The state mandates that we have 
a general plan for land usage,’’ he said. 

This plan is supplemented by 
community plans put together by planning 
groups, citizens groups and approved by 
the city council, he explained, adding ‘‘that 
plan guides all development in the given 
area.”’ 


Other issues the city handles are public 
safety; public health and welfare which 
includes parks, beaches and recreational 
programs; and redevelopment such as the 
revitalization of downtown San Diego. 

Roberts congratulated the pupils for 
their interest in local government. 

He explained how the City of San Diego 
operates and as citizens, how the students 
can become involved in local government 
by working on campaigns, committee 
assignments and as interns in one of the city 
offices. 


_ After the councilman finished speaking, 
students questioned him on issues such as 
the development of Mission Valley. 

“*The city is trying to recapture Mission 
Valley for the citizens in an attempt to undo 
some of the negative things that have 
happened,” he said. 

Roberts explained the current 
development in Mission Valley is the first 
increment of River Park which will contain 
housing, offices, open space and pedestrian 
paths. 


““The river will be able to contain the flow 
of water,’’ he added. 

David Henstock, a USDHS junior 
said, ‘‘I was expecting him to be another 
glib politician, but to the contrary, I found 
him to have been active in establishing 
some good city programs. It was interesting 
to hear how programs are planned and 
eventually put into action.”’

Toxic spill forces evacuation of parish school

MISSION BAY PARK — The remains 
of a crystal methamphetamine lab were 
found on the campus of the School of the 
Madeleine, Bay Park, March 28 after one 
of the teachers discovered a spillage with a 
chlorine-like odor. 


San Diego Fire Department spokesman 
Larry Stewart said the school notified the 
department at about 11 a.m. after noticing 
*three drums of what appeared to be a type of 
toxic waste spilled on the playground. 

Some 20 pupils had walked through the 
spillage before it was noticed, principal Bob 
Teegarden said. After the discovery, the 
“school was immediately evacuated. 
Children were taken to Tecolote Park by 
their teachers to await their parents’ 
arrival, he added. 


Stewart said these children were 
individually interviewed by firefighters 
and paramedics who discovered no serious 
reactions. Because none of the children 
came in physical contact with the 
chemicals, no sickness is expected. 
However, parents should monitor their 
children’s health, he added. 

“So far, the most serious reaction was 
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psychosomatic — some kids panicked,”’ 
Teegarden said. 

Members of The San Diego Hazmat 
team, a division of the San Diego County 
Health Department which investigated the 
debris, determined that the drums 
contained hydrochloric acid, which is used 
to purify the crystals of the drug. 

Capt. John Liberatore of the fire 
department explained the hazards of the 
acid in terms of a PH scale from 0-14. 
‘*Seven is neutral and we are dealing with a 
zero. Anything above or below seven is 
harmful.”’ 

‘‘Tfit had rained there would have been a 
greater reaction from the hydrochloric 
acid,’’ Liberatore noted. 

Various lab paraphernalia were also 
found, which will hopefully provide 
fingerprints for the investigating party, 
Liberatore said. 

The laboratory remnants had been 
dumped behind St. Mary Magdalene 
parish hall down an embankment leading 
onto the school’s playground, the principal 
said. 

“*T would have never thought something 
like this could happen next to a school and 
church,’’ Stewart said. 

Laureen Candage, an eighth-grader, 
said,‘‘I was kind of scared. The firemen 


had masks on and I thought it was a fire.’”’ 

“*You’ve got a lot of scared kids and that 
is criminal,’’ said Mike Handman, a 
member of the Hazmat team. 


The Hazmat team began the cleanup by 
spreading soda ash over the contaminated 
area. Liberatore said this would neutralize 
the acid, and once dried, it could be swept 
into bags and hauled away. 

The county health department informed 
Msgr. William Bolger, pastor of St. Mary 
Magdalene Church, that the state of 
California has a provision which allows 
emergency cleanup by a private company 
with little or no cost to the owner of the
